Tiu> woman of Jho ])eriod will be 45 
her iiexn birthday." "When I look in 
my glass," she said, "I think myself 
about 30. When I remember what I 
have seen in the last twenty ijjears, I 
feel as old as'the moon." ' \ 

"Styles in women Lave changed," 
she kept on settling herself more com- 
fortably in her chair. "I mean the ar- 
ticle itself — woman has changed. Look 
at me. Look at this room. Look at my 
habits. Then consider 'my mother at 
niy age. She, too, waa a widow, and 1 
am in the sam« |)redioiinent." 

She tried to aflect a conventional re- 
grot, but I knew {lerft-ctly well thai, 
altlioiinh she was not a soulle-ss woman, 
she certainly enjoyed being a widow. 

"1 have a large, comfortable house, 
[ give parties, not ostensibly for my 
daughter, beoftuse she is not quite 17. 
I .say to the World : "I am in my prime 
and I mean to enjoy it," and the world 
very politely agrees with nie. i\ly 
mother at my age wore a mob cap tied 
under her chin. She was non.siileied 
too old for society, and really was, ac 
cording to the prevailing tone of 'Soci- 
ety then. However, I cannot be' sur- 
prised at that. In my own case T iiave 
seen rh great a revolution come rtboul, 

"When I was a young lady the Em- 
press Eugenie ruled the female workl. 
We wore iiuraenscly large h(Jo()s that 
measured four yards in eircumferenoe. 
Our bodies did not fit in them and our 
sleever hung in ba-^s. We read 'T.ueile" 
and "Maud" nml wero very roimuitic. 
Wo (icjueezwd our wai.st.s, thought it ele- 
gant not to eat any wholesome food, 
and were considered fast if we danced 
the pplka.",;^ Vj, ■ 

"Alj tKis'mVBt'have been very sad,'" 1 
remarked. "I'm glad I didn't. ' liourisli 
in those bad old days." 

"Old day."j, did you call them?" sharp- 
ly said the woiuaii of the period. "They 
were since you were boin. Only twentv 
years ugo. But I inu.st tell you how th^ 
young women of tb I) prR.tent day im- 
press ine. For enlightened selfishness 
they arB.sira[)ly matchless. You see, I 
have conformed to the new order of 
tilings and like it very much in com- 
parison with the old order, but not 
haying grown up with it I can observe 
it critically. This is way my daughter 
and her young companions spaas their 
lives. They rise early,- take a plunge 
bath that makes niy teoth chatter to 
think about. They scrub their faces vig- 
orously with a rough towel, whereas in 
my day a soft linen cloth was first; al- 
lowed to gonoly absorb the moisture. 
Then they slip on a loose wrapper and 
swing their arms about wildly. Some 
of them have Indian clubs and dumb- 
bells, and one or two have health-lifts. 
When their toilet is completed, which 
does not take half as long as one's used 
to do, they march — yes, that is the 
word; girls no longer walk, they inarch 
■ — prance, if you will — down to break- 
fast. In my day we trifled with a roll 
and devoured cakes and sugar pluina 
on the sly. Now my daughter eats a 
breakfa.st that would' do credit to a 
plowman. She is very knowing about 
the qiiality.of.her food, and it i.s all 
wholesome and nutritious. She is a fe- 
rocious milk-drinker, and a' trojan 
where soft-boiled eggs are concerned. 
After breakfa.st she takes a brisk walk 
of two miles in stout shoes. 1 couldn't 
have done that to save my life. As she 
is not yet out of the hands of her mas- 
ters— -although nowadays I don't know 
of any woman of -any -age who is; I 
myself am the slave and bondwoman of 
a professor of the German language — 
she return.1 to her Icssou.s. Music is her 
speciality — a girl has to have some 
speciality riowadhys, or else she ia con- 
sidered no better than the beasts that 
perish, Three hours every day .she 
spends at the upright piano in her own 
room — three hours devoted to classical 
music. Chopin, who in my time was 
considered the acme of classicality for 
amatRurs, now hovers on tlui verge of 
pop^ilarity. As for those fiowery ar- 
rangements' from the operas • which I 
once played to delighted drawing- 
roonis, she smiles at, their - mention, 
Once I caught lur playing the piano 
score of "The Black Hussar." She look- 
ed positively guilty and blushed. This 
pleased me, for 1 found out for the 
Hrat time that she could blush. J don't 
know of any other girl who possesses 
the accomplishment. Wagnerian? Of 
course. When I rave'dver "Faust" she 
sagely remarks that it is the only ro- 
mantic opera that she cares for, and 
doesn't think the state of music in this 
country during, the heyd(!y of Miss 
Clara Louise Kellogg warrants the be 
lief that, she was a really great Mar- 
guerite. She paints a little, embroiders 
8ome,,but.,bookB and music are her real 
objects in life. When 1 spoke of going 
to a watering-place last summer the 
only privilege she a.sked was that of 
taking a "dumb" piano— just the kevr 
board and thejai!tibn--with her. This, 
I found, was the common practice with 
her "set." You must'nqi .imagine her 
very grave. On the contrary, she is 
merry and laughs rather louder than I 
was permitted to do at her age. But I 
need not tell you that the word "per- 
mi.ssion" ia used only in a ligYirative 
sense with these daughters of to-day. 
It is good form to be very ; deferential 
and respectful to "inammaj" for our 
girls have not read "Daisy Miller" 
withotit learning gonetbing. But it is 
only a ye|-y bright piamma tbat s»n

III the Work or (lie Augio-Rua- 
siah 'Boundary 'Ckiiiiiialsslon. 

London, April 12. -A dispatch re- 
ceived last night from the Afghan 
frontier, via Teheran, states that a 
serious rupture has occurred between 
the British and -Kussiaa members of 
the international commission which is 
engaged in fixing the northern bound- 
ary of Afghanistan according to the 
agreement made between Lord Salis- 
bury and M. DsGiers in 1881. Tlin 
dispatch states that the disagreement 
is su seripUB^ as, .to,. have brought the 
work of the cominissibn to a standstill 
until the cause of dispute shall have 
beun passed U|)on by tho British and 
Russian Govern men ta, to whom the 
subject has been reported by the re- 
spective commissioners. -Dispatches 
confirmatory of this report are -said^to 
have been received at both' the. Indian 
and Foreign Offices, but the." contents 
of those dispatches are at present with- 
held from the public, 

It is taken for granted that Russians 
have made, some intolerable demands 
whic/li the British have refused. There- 
upon the Russians have repeated their 
ultimatum and the British have ceased 
operations and reported to the .For- 
eign OfIici». As the Russian ;)olicy has 
been one of delay ever since tlii! 
boundary commission \va.^ organized 
they are doubtless well [)leasc(l with 
the present hitch, and will be still 
more delighted if it reaults in long dip- 
lomatic negotiations, as now ajjpet.rs 
probable.

- * ' PETROLEUM DEPOSITS. 

Tlio.so who will take a brief retroapec 
tive glance at the past few years iiiuit 
reiidily acknowledge that there has been 
exhibited a far greater disposition to en- 
terprise in commercial speculations than 
waa formerly maQiCested. ' Thia tendency 
is still increasing; and in one direction in 
fact there has been shown a desire to till 
wants before tliey were felt — ku anticipa- 
tory spirit tliat will compel projoctora of 
certain schemes for the niatual benefit of 
themselves and Vancouver to "lay on 
their para" /or a spell. In seme of these 
casea the speculation though premature ia 
gciiuino, — that is, it is the intention of 
the promoters to proceed with the pro- 
poaudvonturea themselves; for, thou^hlhis 
may not bo so in all instances, capital is 
represented. Though nil the schemes 
that have been enumerated in connection 
■with Vancouver are legitimate enou<,>h 
in their way, they invariably propose to 
deal with future requirements, while an 
existing market for a mineral resource io 
apparently ignored. Wealludatopetroleuni 
or rock oil. There is always a stoady do- 
mand for this liquid fuel, and the wonder 
is that before now a company with tlio 
neoeuary capital has not been found to 
test the value of the petroleum discover- 
tea that have been made on the eastern 
coast of thia island. A larg.i sum of 
money was spent two years ago in coal 
proapbOtiiig at Qaatsino Sound — searching 
for a n)nioral of which there ia already a 
plethora; whereas signs of a source of 
wealth that is oven more stable, lie dor- 
mant, appareniily for the wajit of a true 
appreciation of their sigriiiibance. Though 
tho price of crude oil ia much leas than it 
was a few years ago, tho means 
of refining it are sufficiently 
behind the production to mska 
the industry a most lucrative one. 
It ia generally supposed that petroleum is 
inseparably connected with coal; but this 
is not so'. It odoiir'a in all geological for- 
mations from Silurian up to tertiary in 
which coal ia very seldom present, and 
then only in a slight degree. In Egypt 
lately on the west coast of the Red' Sea a 
boring through bods of sulphur, shale, 
clay, limestone -and sandstone, at last 
tapped a deposit of ooar''oil. The yield 
' from each well there is alight, only two 
tons a day; but many of the most pro- 
dnctivo wolls of the proaent time showed 
leas proniiaa when tirat developed, havinu 
since attained their maximum — one of 
these being tho famous oil well in the 
Baker district, on tho shores of tho Osi«- 
pian Sea, which shoots up 1,120,000 gal 
Ions per diem — ^throo times the capacity 
of the largest woU over opened in Anior- 
ica; and yet the first indication of this 
oil lake was a greasy, pitchy-looking da- 
poait on semi atagnaut water. America 
and Russia annually produce 704,000,000 
imperial giilloi;8 of refined oil, of which 
England conaumes 230,000,000 gallons. 
Our philosopiiy perhaps hardly dreams of 
the latent capabilitiea of thia fluid apart 
from ita powers as an illuminant and a 
fuel. Its. powers of. expansion upon 
ignition may yet make it an engine of 
destruction in maritime warfare; while ita 
value as a meana of locomotion is now 
recognized. In its r,>ca with coal it \'!!! 
win; for petroleum is not only a fuel but 
a aelf-atoking fuel. Tho industry is an 
enormous and stable one; and there U no 
'reason why, with properly directed efforta, 
British Columbia should not have her 
share of it.

A Ju4lgc lJuiibIc to Lcijaliy I'ro-

WiNNii'fco, April l;f. — .\ curious case is 
occupying the legal and judicial mind of 
this city. His lordship, W. Wnlbridge, the 
cbiof juHticG of the court of Queen's bench, 
ia sitting as a royal commission investigat- 
ing the charges against the Manitoba 
promior, and as such he has been adversely 
criticized by the Free Press, a newspaper 
which has printed an editorial plainly in- 
sinnating that the commissioner is favor- 
able to the leader of the government in bis 
rnlings and decisions. It frankly asserts 
tho belief that tho commissioner is moved 
by partisan considerations, and that, in 
consequence, tho trial \nll come short of 
public expectation and of justice. Such 
coiameut concoruiug tho chief justice or 
eitkor of his aasociate justices on the 
C,iui-ien's Ijuucli in rofurunco to his or their 
judicial acta would be contempt of court of 
the most extreme character and would bo 
pdnisnable by imprisonment without the 
option of a fine, and, further, it would bo 
the duty of the judge thus criticised to 
summon tho ofl'ending editor before him 
and summarily administer auoh punish- 
ment, but in tho present instance the 
chief justice, sitting on the authority of 
the lieutenant-governor in council aa a 
royal commisRioner, and not aa the preaid- 
ing judge of tho highest court of the 
province, way bo freely criticised in the 
latter cap.ioity. There does not aeeui to 
bo any law, English or Canadian, that 
protcots a judge from newspaper criticiam, 
except when acting under hia commisaion 
as siiohi'/and.the chief f>jiutioe;,il8}puZ!sled 
over the case. He held a couierence with 
hia three aasooiates on tlie bench privately 
to-day, and it is reported that they could 
not agreo upon the point at issue. Be- 
lieving that the position it has taken is 
tenable, the Free Press has renewed the 
attack, so that some notion on the part of 
the, chief, jastice^is unavoidable. 

Dominion Lcsrislution. 

OrrAWA, April I'l. — The investigatiou

to-day. Gilmoro, vice-president of the 
company, testilied that John White, M, 
P., and Jamieson, son-in-law'of Hon. Mr. 
Bowell, received their shares for the in- 
fluence thoy wcre supposed to wield with 
the {(orernmont in behalf of the ebntpany 
and in obtaining land grant. He' also 
said that Whito t;ot a loan of §1,000 from 
tho Sholl River Coloni/, ition company, 
yet never paid onS cent of the calls, al- 
though a shareholder. In the house to- 
day Vaile of Nbva Scotia charpad tho 
(government with being dereliot.u duty in 
not providing for a treaty^MuhtCuba aa 
favorable as the one' now had by the 
United States. Hon. McLollan said that 
trade was ao small with Spain that the 
Doraisiion could not ask special favore. 
Charlton's bill, making seduction acrimo, 
passed the commons to-day. It passed at 
tho last session, but was defeated by the 
senate. Cameron's bill,' permitting a 
criminal to give evidence in hia. own be- 
half, was lost. Last seasion this bill 
patted, Sir John supporting it. 



Gladstone aiidL the Voluuteersi. 

On Tuesday, SSd March, Mr. Howard 
Vincent moved that an increaao in tho 
volunteer force ia urgently needed. 

The case waa atated in a most temper- 
ate, clear and convincing manner by the 
proposer, and seconded by another vol- 
unteer from the liberal benches. ^ It was 
shown by returns obtained from all quar- 
ters that matters were becoming more ao- 
rioua, and the burden iiitolernblu. The 
practical fact was not disputed that at 
the present moment there are about one 
thousand one hundred commissions i:i the 
volunteer force vacant, and it was not and 
could not be denied that the maui; caiuso 
of- this deplorable state of things' is thr.t 
oflicera are resigning because of tho ex- | 
cessivo burden of personal K.vpeiuiituro j 
thrown upon them by the insuflicioiicy of 
the Capitation (irant, and that fear of tho | 
same thing was deterriiij- ethers from j 
taking their places. The apeeohoa made j 
by volunteers were ably backed j 
up by army qflioera of ex- 
perience, speaking from both sides of 
the house, and notably by. mio— Sir 
Edward Hamley — whose opinion on sucli 
matters ia of tho highest value lie is a 
man who has given great and close study 
to th' military problems of the day, and 
specially to the.neceasities of the country 
as regards invasion. Among those who 
have studied the theory of war in the 
light of practical eiperience there . ia no 
man whose views are entitled to greater 
weight. In nioasured and carefully chosen 
language he pointed out the value of die 
force to the country, and ita extraordin- 
ary cheapness aa a substantial pait of our 
defences. He completely di.sposed of tho 
foolish notion that an army raised by con- 
scription was a cheap force, showing how 
such a system carriel ofl" tlio strong and 
the healthy, and made thorn a cause of 
eipenae to the nation just when their 
aervicea at ordinary work would be the 
most valuable in the production of food 
and Wealth. He pressed homo the truth 
that if a really uspful force could ho 
formed of inon who, doing tlioir daily i 
civil duties were willing to aicrifice their 
leisure tima to tho military service, it 
would be, even after paying all the 
necessary expense tho cheapest force in tho 
world. Giving not his own.opinion only, 
but that of the general officers under 
whose eyes .he voluriteers have come 
when on duty, ho declared tluit audi a 
force iiad been found, beyond all military 
expectation, in the volunteers of (iroat 
Britain. And La pressed on tho house 
the dangers of allowing such a forcn to 
wither for want of fuiids necessary to turn 
it out equipped for the 6eld, 

Then came tho surpriao of the do!)ato. 
The prime minister rose hurriedly, and, 
in the language of passion, of sarcasm, 
and even of abuse, gave a tone of exoitu- 
ment to tho discussion which tool; tho 
whole houso by surprise. He accused the 
proposer of tho resolution of "sailing near 
the wind" and uaiiig "an easy and vulgar 
expedient," aneered at Genera) Hanilay 
aa X promoter of war expenditure, and at- 
tacked the conservative side of the house 
in a manner quite unusual, except on the 
occasion of some great party debate. In 
tones as indignant as if ho had been de- 
nouncing an attempt to break \ip tho legis- 
lative union, he doclarfid that thn reso- 
lution was unconstitutional, that tlui house 
had no power or right to add to o.xpandi- 
ture, and that the executive alone had a 
right to do so, the houao having only a 
duty to control and abridge it. His whole 
tone ' not that of a man of business 
J'laussing a practical buainoaa tiuostion, 
but of one who had lost hia temper, and 
lost it no badly that he could not 
help showing it. It was apparent 
that he had reason to be alarmed 
lest the govenuuent should bs defeated on 
a division, and had resolved to bully the 
house into rejecting the resolution if he 
could not bully the proposer into withdraw- 
ing it.

Mr. Lockwood — I hope that your lord- 
ship will not think it necoaaary to use 
language. like thai: to me. 

Juatien Hsnisty (with much warmth) — 
Do you moan to say that I acted partially! 
Do you mean to aay that I actud im- 
properly ? Say ao, if you do. Lat us 
have no mincing of matters. 

Mr. Lockwood — I am sorry that your 
lordship should have thought it necesbary 
to address me in such 'terms. 

Justice Manisty — I am not going to 
have suggestions darkly thrown out that 
lam trying to mislead the jury. J will 
not have that; I will not submit to that; 
I will not. I would rather leave the 
bench than have it aujggecited by such an 
eminent couni^el JaB.;you ; .and you did 
suggest it. 

After an explanation hy Mr. Lockwood 
that he had no intention of auggcaling 
that Justice Manisty acted- improperly, 
tho incident closed with mutual expres- 
sions of a hope that the incident would 
be forgotten. — Fall Mall VuzMc.

OiT.'.WA, .'.pril 10. — The government 
have been ablo to make considerable pro- 
gress this week with their measures and 
(|uite a number of items in supply have 
boon passed. Every uilbrl will be made 
to push tho buainobs through, ao that if 
possible the house may prorogue by the 
■J4th of May. It is (juoationablo, how- 
ever, whether thia can bo done, oa there 
IB a rumor to the effect that the opposi- 
tio;i intend indicting a dozen members on 
the govoriinioiit benches in the manner I 
referred to last week respecting John 
White, M. P., and Murray Uodd, M P. 
With regard to tho rumored general elec- 
tion ne.xt fall, a curious remark was 
dropped by tho minister of justice yester- 
day, which puta a ditl'eront complexion on 
tho matter. A lively discussion had 
taken (ilaeu on Dalton McCarthy's bill l:o 
coiistituto a cuniinittee of railway cum- 
miaaioners for the purpose of fi.\ing dis- 
putes about ratea between sbippora and 
tho railway companies. Speaking for the 
government, Hon. Bfr. Thompson asked 
that the bill bo withdrawn, as during the 
rcoesa it was tho intention to appoint a 
railway commisaion to enquire into the 
whole aubject ; ascertain thu views of all 
classes in, thu community which would ba 
atl'ected by it, and "to report at the en- 
suing session, 'ao that the house, before 
the expiration of thia parliament, may 
detinitely deal witli the whnlo question." 
Evidently tho oppusitiun think they sill 
,so bo ablo to besmirch the government 
before tho appeal to tho electorate takes 
place that they will have no difficulty in 
obtaining power, but in niy humble opin- 
ion they will be mistaken. No matter 
ivhat the government proposes, they are 
auru to oppose, regardless of the bonelit 
which the country may derive. A sense- 
less policy like this cannot commend it- 
self to the sound judgment of the' people 
of Canada. 

.MIL. UI..VKK C.\fi;UT. 

The great cry of the opposition during 
the past year has been that the govern- 
ment were trying to shield themselves 
from all responsibility in connection with 
tlio Northwest rebellion by keeping back 
departmental papers. Mr. Blako ia very 
fund of harping on this string, and during 
tho weok ho fall back on it, and worked 
himself up into a towering passion againat 
the goyernmont.:, He gave himself away 
badly 'wlieii he atated'it was i'mpbasible' to 
indicate what papera the government had 
which he required, which ho insisted 
should be brought down forthwith. To 
his consternation, and amid the cheers 
and laughter of the ministerial supporters, 
lion, I'homaa Whito pointed out that the 
chiof returna which Mr. Blake aaked for 
were brought down last year and could be 
found in tho jirinted sessional papera 
whilu of the remainder tho greater part of 
them had been brought down at different 
periods during this session. Tho next 
time Mr. Bla'.e draws up hia little list he 
will have to exercise more care if he does 
not waiit to make himself the laughing- 
stock of the house. 

A LIVELY BI'IBODB. 

After the house roae, at six o'clock on 
'J'hurailuy afternoon, those members and 
now.ipapcr men who ivoro not in ti;o groat 
a hurry to get to diunor were troa^bd a 
lively sparring match between Dr. Orton, 
M. r. ,and K. W. Thomann, tho Globe 
editorial corrcapondont here. Orton, 
fancying Thomas was the writer of a 
[)aragraph which reflected on his sobriety, 
or rather want of sobriety whan in tho 
house, tackled Tliomaon in the lobby and 
struck him two rather aovoro blows in the 
face before the newspaper man knew 
where ho waa. Tiio latter then sprang to 
arms and laid out Orton in great shape, 
while a small croud of -'naemtierl Igazed 
on, and rccalljd reminiscences of boy 
hood days when they had to do a littio in 
tho liaticutf lino. Orton eventually called 
"enougli," and though ho ia of a pugil- 
istic turn he will doubtless reffeot twice 
before he resorts to blows to revenge him- 
self for a newspaper paragraph. 

New YoKK, April 18. — A London ca- 
blegram says: "Society jouriiula deacribo 
Mrs. "Bonan2a"Mackay's robes and jew- 
els at the last royal "drawing room" as a 
sensation. She wore a jupon of ivory 
satin, embroidered with whoat sheaves, in 
seed pearls; a skirt of violet satin, with 
the famous dress of point d' Aloncon lace 
which ahe bought from Empress Eugenie.

The town snbscribers 
for our paper paid iu groceries and 
tho country onca paid incabb iges or cord- 
wood. That was whon thoy did. When 
they did we always mentioned it in the 
paper and gave llieui a puff. If we failed 
to do this they stopped their paper. Thoy 
all directed the policy of the. paper. One 
man paid in cash and he owned us body 
hnd soul. He changed our politics overy 
way and changed our religion four tinios, 
If we attempted to reason he threatened 
to atop his paper and that closed tho dia- 
cuesion. We used to take out all the 
telegraphic itenia and lay thoni on a gal- 
loy. Then we'd chango tho date and 
shove them into the paper day after day 
until public interest in them was worn to 
the bono.
